SP tegt have been regularly observed going by small shiprents 
to the Letzling Neath (JAEVENTTZ), and BURG artillery units roiling 
to ALTEDRGRABOW for summer exercises since -.pril 1949. he 
report indicates that the exercises were completed in mid 
September 1949, and that the units returned to their nu7G 
kasernes, Similar observations have been made in all parts of 
the Soviet Sone of Germany since mid-September 1949.
